Claim 1 (currently amended): A laminated inductor comprising: 

a laminated body including a plurality of insulation layers and a plurality of spira l 
coil conductor patterns having at least one turn and being stacked on each other in a 
lamination direction with the insulation layers being disposed therebetween; wherein 

the plurality of coil conductor patterns are electrically connected to define a coil, 
and whoroin t he plurality of coil conductor oattems of the coil includes at least two -a first 
kind and a second k iftds- kind of the coil conductor patterns , and the first kind of the coil 
conductor patterns which hav e has a different number of turns from the second kind of 
the coil conductor patterns: and 

said first kind and said second kind of the coil conductor oattems are connected 
in series. 



Claim 2 (currently amended): A laminated inductor according to claim 1, wherein 
the plurality of coil conductor patterns are electrically connected in series through via 
holes provided either at a first location or at a second location of the insulation layers. 

Claim 3 (cun'ently amended): A laminated inductor according to claim 1, wherein 
the first kind of the c oil conductor pattems having -has a greater number of turns than 
the second kind of the coil conductor oattems and a re an^anged at an outer portion of 
said laminated body so as to sandwich the second kind of the c oil conductor patterns 
having a omaller numbor of tumo in the lamination direction of the insulation layers. 
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Claim 4 (withdrawn): A laminated inductor according to claim 1, wherein the first 
kind of the coil conductor patterns haviftg4ias.a smaller number of turns than the 
second kind of the coil conductor patterns and a re arranged at an outer portion of said 
laminated body so as to sandwich the second kind of coil conductor patterns having a 
gr e ater numb e r of turns i n the lamination direction of the insulation layers. 

Claim 5 (withdrawn): A laminated inductor according to claim 1, wherein the ^ 
Plurality of the coil conductor patterns are arranged in an ascending order^ starting with 
a coil conductor pattern having a smaller number of tums^ in the lamination direction of 
the insulation layers. 

Claim 6 (withdrawn): A laminated inductor according to claim 1, wherein a 
plurality of laminated portions, in each of which the pluralitv of the coil conductor^ 
patterns afe-is_arranged in an ascending order^ starting with a coil conductor pattern 
having a smaller number of turns, are laminated in the lamination direction of the 
insulation layers. 

Claim 7 (currently amended): A laminated inductor according to claim 1, wherein 
at least one of the pluralitv of coil conductor patterns has one turn and at least another 
one of the pluralitv of coil conductor patterns has a pluralitv of turns and aaos between 
adjacent turns, and wherein a pattern width of the at least one of the pluralitv of t he coil 
conductor pattems of on e turn i s substantially equal to a total pattern widths which is 
defined by plural pattem widths ofa -the p lurality of turns of a coil conductor pattern and 
athe gaps between adjacent turn s, of the at least another one of the plurality of coil 
conductor patterns . 
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Claim 8 (currently amended): A laminated inductor according to claim 2. wherein 
said first location is located inside of said S0tfat -pluralitv of coil conductor patterns and 
said second location is located outside thereof. 

Claim 9 (withdrawn): A laminated inductor according to claim 1, wherein the 
plurality of c oil conductor patterns further includes at l e ast thr ee kinds a third kind o f the 
coll conductor patterns e ach h a v i ng w hich has a different number of tum s from the first 
kind and the second kind of the coil conductor patterns .

Claim 10 (cun-ently amended): A laminated Inductor according to claim 1 . 
wherein the plurality of c oil conductor pattems includes a coil conductor pattern of one 
turn and a coil conductor pattern of two turns. 

Claim 11 (withdrawn): A laminated inductor according to claim 1, wherein the 
plurality of coil conductor patterns includes a coil conductor pattern of one turn, a coil 
conductor pattern of two turns, and a coil conductor pattern of three turns. 

Claim 12 (cun-ently amended): A laminated inductor according to claim 10, 
wherein the coil including a coil conductor pattern of one turn is disposed on a different 
insulating layer than the coil conductor pattern of two tums. 

Claim 13 (original): A laminated inductor according to claim 10, wherein the coil 
conductor pattern of one turn is disposed in a middle portion of the laminated body and 
the coll conductor pattem of two turns is disposed In an outer portion of the laminated 
body. 

Claim 14 (currently amended): A laminated inductor according to claim 1, wherein 
the at l e ast two kind of irst kind and the second kind of the coil conductor patterns whiGh 
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havo a difforont number of turns are arranged such that, when viewed from above, the 
turns of t he first kind and the second kind of the c oil conductor patterns substantially lie 
one on top of another. 

Claim 15 (currently amended): A laminated inductor according to claim 1, wherein 
the at loast two k i nds f irst kind and the second kind of the coil conductor patterns which 
havo a diff e r e nt number of turns are arranged such that the turns of the first kind and 
the second kind of the c oil conductor patterns const i tut e a oo il having define a coil axis 
which is substantially parallel to the lamination direction. 

Claim 16 (original): A laminated inductor according to claim 1, further comprising 
cover insulating layers disposed on a top surface and a bottom surface of the laminated 
body, the cover insulating layers not having any conductor patterns provided thereon. 

Claim 17 (withdrawn): A laminated inductor according to claim 1, wherein the first 
kind of the coil conductor patterns hav i ng h as a smaller number of tums than the 
second kind of the coil conductor patterns and are disposed on the upper and lower 
surfaces of the second kind of the coil conductor patterns- having a larg e r number of 

Claim 18 (original): A laminated inductor according to dalm 1, wherein the 
plurality of coil conductor patterns are electrically connected in series. 

Claim 19 (withdrawn): A laminated inductor according to claim 1, wherein the 
plurality of coil condu(4or patterns are electrically connected in parallel. 
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
